One Jump Ahead, Pa^ Smythe, A. S. Barnes 

& Co., N. Y. 264 pps., ill., ^3.7:5.—"Without 
thinking that show jumping would become so 
much of my life, my horses seemed to go on 
jumping higher and better as they took me 
further and further afield.” So writes the mod¬ 
est young woman who is honored in her coun¬ 
try as the greatest horsewoman Britain has 
ever produced. 

Pat Smythe has jumped her horses in almost 
every major show from Madison Square Gar¬ 
den to Madrid, including the 1956 Equestrian 
Olympics in Stockholm, and in turn has gar¬ 
nered most of the awards. 

One ]ump Ahead might be called an around- 
the-world-on-a-horse account of some of her 
experiences: a hectic visit from the BBC’s "At 
Home” program, British cousin to our "Person 
to Person”; a social evening of vodka-drinking 
with a crack Russian jumping team (Russian 
show horses are state-owned); an international 
competition in Algiers—riding a camel!; a 
spine-chilling overnight stay in a "modest resi¬ 
dential hotel” on Madison Avenue. 

Sometimes serious, sometimes humorous. 
Miss Smythe’s reminiscences are always lively. 


Bud Stotler Passes 

Joseph H. (Bud) Stotler passed away on 
Monday, October 14. He was one of America’s 
leading racehorse trainers in the 1920’s and 
1930’s who gained fame as the conditioner of 
the great weight-carrier Discovery. Mr. Stotler, 
who never fully recovered from injuries he suf¬ 
fered in an automobile accident in 1939, was 
bed-ridden with an arthritic condition for the 
past year. He was 69 years old. 

Funeral services were held at the Thomas 
Funeral Home, Salisbury, Somerset County, Pa. 
Interment took place in the Oddfellows Ceme¬ 
tery in Salisbury. Mr. Stotler, a native of Salis¬ 
bury, where he was introduced to horses at a 
young age at his father’s livery stable, made his 
home at 2700 Kenoak Road, Baltimore. 

Mr. Stotler trained for some of the leading 
stables in the country, among them the horses 
owned by W. R. Coe, Charles S. Howard and 
George Bissell. For years he conditioned the 
Sagamore Stable string of Mrs. Charles Minot 
Amory and continued as head of the stable when 
she turned her holdings over to her son, Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt. As head of the vast Vander¬ 
bilt string Mr. Stotler earned his greatest re- 
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nown and he was one of the major factors in the 
Vanderbilt stable’s rise to Turf prominence. 

In 1933, Mr. Stotler recommended that young 
Vanderbilt buy the two-year-old Display— 
Ariadne colt named Discovery from Adolphe 
Pons for a reported $20,000. Discovery was just 
an ordinary sort in his juvenile year, but Stotler 
developed him into one of the greatest handicap 
horses ever to appear on the American Turf. 
Discovery still has the reputation today as the 
best weight-carrier in modern racing history. As 
a four- and five-year-old in 1935 and 1936, Dis¬ 
covery consistently carried imposts of 130 
pounds and up, conceding gobs of weight to his 
opponents, and won his races just as consistently. 

He won the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handi¬ 
cap at Saratoga in 1935 under 139 pounds, and 
the Arlington Handicap that year carrying 135 
pounds and romped home by five lengths. In 
1936, he won the San Carlos, Brooklyn and 
Saratoga handicaps under 130, 136 and 132 
pounds, respectively, but finished fifth in that 
season’s Merchants’ and Citizens’ when he was 
"honored” with the unheard of assignment of 
143 pounds. However, he was held in such high 
regard that he was the 7-to-lO favorite to win 
the race that day. 

In all, Mr. Stotler sent Discovery to the post 
63 times and the horse won 27 races, finishing 
second in 10 and third in 10 for earnings of 
$195,287. 

Mr. Stotler probably trained more horses at 
one time than any other conditioner of his 
period. He frequently had horses going for him 
at five or six tracks on the same day, keeping 
in constant telephone contact with his assistants 
who merely tightened the girth for him after he 
had put them through their training paces. In 
1935, he was the leading trainer in the country 
with his charges earning $303,005 and scoring 
87 victories. He set a stakes-winning record that 
year when his horses captured 37 added-money 
events, almost 10 per cent of the total number 
of stakes presented in the entire country. 

The available statistics show that Mr. Stotler 
saddled 621 winners and his charges earned 
$1,334,079 since he began training in 1917. He 
retired from the turf in 1941. 

Discovery was not the only top horse devel¬ 
oped by Stotler. The trainer also had under his 
care the great Ladysman for W. R. Cot, the star 
sprinter Balko for Vanderbilt, and the fillies 
Galley Slave, Heelfly and Impound, also for the 
master of Sagamore. 

Mr. Stotler is survived by his wife, Mrs. Effie 
L. Stotler, and two daughters, Mrs. John Bejshak 
and Miss Isabel Stotler.

URGE TO MERGE; The proposal for the 
Maryland Jockey Club to abandon Pimlico and 
merge its operation with Laurel’s flared into the 
open again last month at a meeting of the Legis¬ 
lative Council, a General Assembly-appointed 
fact-finding board. The Council heard the same 
arguments, pro and con, that were advanced last 
winter at Annapolis. 

It is the purpose of the Legislative Council to 
explore the advisability of the merger and to 
report its findings at the 1958 session of the 
General Assembly. 

Pimlico claims that its urban location will not 
permit needed expansion of its facilities. Spe¬ 
cifically, it pointed out that efforts to have a 
25-acre tract east of Pimlico Road rezoned from 
residential to commercial use have been thwarted 
repeatedly by the AsscKiated Jewish Charities, 
owner of the adjoining Levindale Hebrew Home. 
The Maryland Jockey Club had planned to re¬ 
locate its stable area on the tract, and thus, pave 
the way for the completion of its grandstand re¬ 
building project which was left half finished in 
1954. 

The Baltimore School Board recently com- 
ix)unded Pimlico’s troubles by announcing that 
it has designs on the 25"acre tract as the site of 
a new senior high school. The school board has 
placed before the City Council a bill to condemn 
the property and thus permit the acquisition of 
the tract. 

Representatives of Pimlico and Laurel told 
the Legislative Council that the merger was 
necessary to maintain Maryland s position in the 
national racing picture, and then proceeded to 
outline the advantages of a combined operation. 

The Maryland Racing Commission has lent its 
support to the proposal, although one member, 
E. Taylor Chewning, still has reservations as to 
how Bowie would be affected. 

Bowie is unalterably opposed to the merger, 
which, it terms a 'monopolistic maneuver. 
William C. Walsh, attorney for Bowie, advised 
the Council that the very existence of his client’s 
operation would be threatened by the merger. 
Walsh told the gathering that "if Pimlico wants 
to abandon its track, which produces more reve¬ 
nue than any mile track in Maryland, let them 
go ahead—but the racing days (40 per year) 
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should be divided between the two remaining 
tracks.” 

The Council adjourned the hearing without 
any announcement of its stand, other than it 
would meet at Laurel on November 4 to examine 
the facilities there, after which, it will draft its 
recommendations. 

NEW LOOK: Since the termination of its 
spring meeting. Laurel has made numerous im¬ 
provements in its grandstand area. Imagination 
and some $700,000 went into the improvements, 
which are highlighted by the addition of esca¬ 
lators, tile flooring and a harmonious color 
scheme. The new Y-shaped entrance and facade, 
together with other added amenities, make the 
grandstand every bit as attractive as the club¬ 
house area. The new improvements are sure to 
make a big hit with Laurel fans. The color 
scheme, featuring vari-colored baffles and a new 
lighting system, set off the area in a warm, 
cheerful setting. 

BIG-APPLE HARVEST: The 37-day Bel¬ 
mont Park meeting afforded New Yorkers some 
of the best racing seen thereabouts in recent 
years. Playing no small part in the festivities 
were a couple of IcKal heroes, the brothers Smith- 
wick, of Monkton. D. M. (Mikey), younger of 
the pair, gained the honor of being the leading 
trainer of the Belmont meeting, no small feat 
for a steeplechase trainer. When all the figures 
were totted, Mikey led the Fitzsimmonses, 
Jacobses, Neruds, Burches, Jerkenses and all the 
rest. 

Though there were only 27 jumping races as 
compared to 269 events on the flat, Mikey out- 
finished his conditioning rivals by saddling 13 
winners. His closest rival was Charles Whit- 
ringham (Llangollen Farm) with ten winners. 
Smithwick-trained horses started in 21 of the 27 
races open to them. Five of his wins were posted 
in stakes events, a record of which any trainer 
might well be proud. 

A. P. (Paddy) Smithwick, Mikey’s brother, 
did the bulk of the saddle work for the stable, 
and was aboard all but two of Mikey’s winners. 
The star of the Smithwick stable is Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Neji, which, in the course of winning 
three stakes at Belmont, earned for himself 
recognition as Steeplechase Horse of the Year.

Mike 
led all the trainers, flat and 'chase, at the Belmont meeting, a truly remarkable feat for a 
conditioner of jumping horses. The horse shown here is Ancestor, one of NejTs stablemates. 
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Many dose students of the infield sport were 
moved to superlatives in describing Neji’s ac¬ 
complishments. Not only did the Hunters 
Moon IV—Accra, by Annapolis gelding, win the 
Brook (his third) and Grand National Steeple¬ 
chase Handicaps but he added the world’s richest 
jumping race—The Temple Gwathmey—under 
an unprecedented impost of 173 pounds. He did 
so while conceding nine to 42 pounds to eleven 
others, and completed the about- 2 ^/ 2 -mile course 
in record time without being fully extended. 

The Temple Gwathmey brought Neji’s earn¬ 
ings to $233,740, eclipsing Elkridge’s former 
money mark of $230,680. 

Though Neji was foaled in Kentucky, he has 
a close link with Maryland. Rigan McKinney, 
former amateur great, and now a successful 
market breeder, purchased Neji as a weanling. 
It was under McKinney’s handling that he re¬ 
ceived his early education. Neji’s sire, * Hunters 
Moon IV, leading Maryland stallion in 1956, 
stands at Janon Fisher’s The Caves Farm, Fccles- 
ton. The ’chaser’s dam, Accra, also has produced 
Mandingo, Songai, Nahodah and Nala. 

Mikey Smithwick’s chief claim to fame, prior 
to his Belmont sweep, is that of riding the record 
number of five Maryland Hunt Cup winners. 
Besides Neji’s three stakes wins, he saddled Mrs. 
Phipps’ Ancestor to win the Harbor Hill Handi¬ 
cap, Mrs. H. T. McKnight’s Darubini to account 


for the Rouge Dragon Handicap, and Mrs. Mc¬ 
Knight’s Great Tom, winner of the Bushwick. 

Counting the two-day United Hunts meeting 
which followed Belmont’s meeting, there were 
312 races staged at the Long Island track this

fall; of this number, 31 were over jumps. And 
of the latter number, Smithwick had starters in 
24 and he won 14 (six stakes) for a percentage 
of 58.33. 

Joe Aitcheson, Jr. was aboard Darubini in 


the Rouge Dragon, while Paddy had the mount 
on the other half of the entry, Great Tom, which 
finished fourth. Paddy’s total of five stakes wins 
at Belmont equalled his entire 1956 output, 
when he was the leading ’chase rider of the year, 
even though an injury prevented him from com¬ 
pleting the season. 

Of the few Belmont ’chase features not ac¬ 
counted for by the Smithwicks, the New York 
Turf Writers Cup was won by Policeman Day, 
trained by another Manorite, Sidney Watters, Jr. 

The L. E. Stoddard, Jr. Stakes on October 16 
was won by Mrs. Janon Fisher, Jr.’s homebred 
Sun Dog, another jumping son of * Hunters 
Moon IV. This Maryland-bred three-year-old 
which placed in maiden company at Timonium, 
was earning his first triumph in the Stoddard. 
The victory brought his earnings to $10,845, all 
gleaned this year through one victory, three 
seconds and a like number of thirds. 

Sun Dog was awarded first money in the 
Stoddard upon the disqualification (for inter¬ 
ference) of Fitz Eugene Dixon, Jr.’s My Last 
Try. The son of the Swashbuckler mare. Sun 
Dance, is trained by Janon Fisher, Jr., and was 
ridden to his first added-money score by Joe 
Aitcheson, Jr.

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Mrs. Ogden Phipps and her champion steeple¬ 
chaser, Neji. The seven-year-old gelding is 
a son of ^Hunters Moon IV, which stands at 
Janon Fisher, Jr.'s The Caves at Owings Mills. 

ONE FOR DOUBLRAB; Though Atlantic 
City’s Ocean City Handicap is fashioned for 
Jersey-foaled horses of three years and up, pa¬ 
ternal honors go to Maryland’s Doublrab, sire 
of the winner, Derry. This five-year-old roan 
mare, the property of Bernadotte Stable, scored 



a two-length victory in the $15,000 turf race 
under Howard Grant’s handling. 

The victory was Derry’s third win of the year. 
In almost four seasons’ work, the mare from 
Cherry Quest, by Ampitheatre, has started 77 
times, has won 8 races, been second 6 times and 
4 times third, earning $38,578. 

Derry is the gray Doublrab’s first stakes win¬ 
ner this season. The property of William 
(Scotty) McDade, he stands at the latter’s 
Paisley Farm, Phoenix, along with * Renown II. 

BUD STOTLER PASSES: Joseph H. (Bud) 
Stotler died at his home 2700 Kenoak Road, 
Monday, October 14, following an extended ill¬ 
ness. He was 69 and had been bedridden for 
more than a year. 

Mr. Stotler was one of America’s foremost 
trainers during the 20’s and 30’s, his most suc¬ 
cessful association being that with the horses 
of Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. Bud, as he was 
known to his legion of friends on both coasts, 
was instrumental in Vanderbilt’s purchase of 
Discovery as a two-year-old. Under Stotler’s 
tutelage the Display—Ariadne chestnut devel¬ 
oped into one of the greatest weight carriers 
(see The Maryland Horse of October, 1957, 
page 12) in American racing history. 

Stotler, a native of Salisbury, Pa., designed 
many of the pastures, buildings and the indoor 
training track at Sagamore Farm, one of the 
most efficient nurseries in the industry. He also 
played a key role in the development of Vander¬ 
bilt into a respected and knowledgeable horse¬ 
man. 

Stotler trained the Vanderbilt stable when it 
was the nation’s leading purse-winning outfit in 
1935, during the course of which he saddled the 
winners of 37 stakes: 9.2 per cent of all the 
added-money races that season. The latter is a 
record — established during an eight-month 
campaign—that still stands.

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The good horses that passed through Stotler s 
hands were many, including Balko, Good Gam¬ 
ble, Purple Knight, Galley Slave, Heelfly, Im¬ 
pound, Rock Man, Identify, Hindu Queen, Good 
Harvest, Mad Beth, Dreel, Postage Due, Speed 
to Spare, Osculator, Pomposity, Ladysman, and 
many others. 

Before and after his association with the 
Vanderbilt horses, Stotler trained for G. W. J. 
Bissel, W. R. Coe and C. S. Howard. Injured 
in an automobile accident in 1939, Stotler never 
regained his complete health and retired from 
the track eleven years ago. He is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Effie L. Stotler, and his two daughters, 
Mrs. John Bejshak and Miss Isabel Stotler.
